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ASMPC proposes 
eviction of clubs 


Because of a recent proposition 
by the Student Government which 
would ban club meetings from the 
ASMPC Student Government Of- 
fices, many MPC clubs are in an 
uproar. ; 

The proposal presented at the 
March 22 meeting stated that 
‘Council will be asked to approve 
prohibition of clubs, private orga- 
nizations, discussion groups in 
the Student Government Office 
during the hours of’10 to 5, 
Mondays and Wednesdays, 11 to 
5, Tuesdays and Thursdays, ef- 
fective March 25, 1976. Fridays 
would be open.”’ 

The proposal continued, giving 
reasons for the birth of the 
prohibition of meetings. Th 
reasons being: 

a) ‘‘Assistant ASMPC Secreta- 
ry is forced to leave the office and 
carry her typewriter to the Stu- 
dent Activities Office. 

b) Clubs etc. deny other 
students access to the Student 
Government Office. 

c) These organizations have no 
connection with Student Govern- 
ment.’’ 

After the presentation of these 
reasons, a heated one hour de- 
bate ensued as to the pertinence 
of. the prohibition. Members of 
the Black Student Union and the 
Physically Impaired Club in at- 
tendance debated that the Stu- 
dent Government Office should 
be used in the most effective way 
and should be available to any 
clubs that would like to utilize the 
office. 
tered that the presence of the 
clubs in the office discourages 
students to come in and question 
government officials, and that 
there are many other meeting

places available on campus other © 


than the ASMPC Student Gov- 
ernment Office. 


The issue was of such contro- 
versey that Student Council de- 
cided to table the proposal until 
the March 29 Student Council 
meeting. To help decide the issue 
more logically, a committee has 
been formed, with several council 
members and a representative 
from each club on campus. 

Currently, under 10 clubs util- 
ize the Student Government Of- 
fice for a meeting place, usually 
in the hours: of 11 to 2 in the 
afternoon. The prohibition, if 
passed, will only be in effect until 
the end of the Bresent. Student 
Government.

Arnett defends his KMCC editorials 


in campaign against Kiaja Clark

Matt Arnett was mad. As the student station manager of KMCC, 
he is in charge of co-ordinating, organizing and running the MPC 
radio station. What he was mad about was the interview printed in 
El Yanqui March 19 concerning Kiaja Clark’s views on the radio 
station’s free speech policy. - - 

She claimed bias in station policy; he disagreed, strongly. He 
talked with EY, in the following interview, about free speech 
policies of KMCC, and his role in making those policies. 

EY: To start off, what do you do around campus? 

ARNETT: Matt Arnett happens to be the student manager for a 
year and a half now. I’m also an ASMPC student council member. 

EY: Were you involved with Phil Monroe’s campaign? 

ARNETT: I sure was. ' 

EY: Were you his campaign manager? 

ARNETT: It’s aboslutely true, I was Phil Monroe’s campaign 
manager, basically because I’ve been here for a long time, and Phil 
is the best president I’ve seen here in quite a while. I didn’t think 
that Kiaja Clark had the experience and/or time to replace Phil 
Monroe. 

EY: What did you do for the campaign? 

ARNETT: I decided to help Phil out as much as I possibly could, 
and I ended up being his ‘campaign manager. 

EY: What is your story on the ad that KMCC ran for Phil 
Monroe? 

ARNETT: We scheduled it in our regular program log, so we 
played it about once every two and one half hours.

EY: Kiaja Clark stated that she should have been notified in 
compliance with FCC regulations. What do you say about that? 

ARNETT: Well, I’ve said it in an editorial that we have been 
running, and I'll say it again here. We’ve always offered time not 
only to political candidates, but to any student who wants something 
said over the air. We run a listener service at MPC, and if anyone 
wants anything read over the air, he can type it up and send it to us, 
and we'll read it for him. We constantly ask students to come up 
and visit us at the station. If they are intérested in broadcasting, 
they are free to work for us. We have never objected to any student 
coming up and saying that they wanted sixty seconds of time. We’d 
give time to any student that wanted it. 

EY: So how was she wrong? 

ARNETT: The truth of the matter is Kiaja didn’t even approach 
me until election day, when I was handling fliers out for Phil. She 
said she was angry because I hadn’t offered her air time. I said, 
‘Well, all you had to do was come and see me, and if you want the 
air time right now, we’d be welcome to take you down to the 
station.”’ She never said anything to me after that, during the 
whole election. 

EY: Do you know that there is an FCC rule that says you should 
have contacted her? 

ARNETT: First of all, we are not bound by FCC regulations. The 
only technical mistake we made was that after the public 
service announcement was over we didn’t offer equal time. But in 
all the other PSA’s we run, we ask students to come up and use us

Talkshow hosting ‘dangerous profession’ 


KGO’s Eason ‘in for the money’ 


and Fridays -- A through C. 


KGO Talkshow host, Jim Eason

‘‘No one in radio understands 
it,’’ talk show host Jim Eason 
says, ‘‘It’s a tricky, tricky busi- 

“ness.” 

Eason spoke in the lecture 
forum on Thursday, March 25. 
His topic was the Talk Show as an 
American Phenomenon, and he 
talked about the ups and downs of 
radio life, based upon his 11 
years of experiences in the busi- 
ness. He is presently working at 
KGO in San Francisco, but he’s 


from the frantic pace his job 
requires. 

“There are two important 
things about talk shows that you 
should know - the question mark 
and the dollar sign. There are no 
experts in radio, it changes too 
rapidly.”’ 

‘You have to realize all we're

on a 30 day leave to ‘recover’. 


continued, ‘“We’re in it for the 
money, and when the people stop 
listening - we’ll have to stop. 
However, I believe talk shows do 
help. They keep the people 
informed, and expose them to 
new ideas.”’ 

Being a talk show host can be a 
dangerous profession. Eason 
talked about some of his unwan- 
ted experiences: ‘“‘We get bomb 
threats every day. One of our 
salesmen was shot by a guy trying 
to get into the station and attack 
the show host. I have found nails 
in my driveway, and I’ve been 
threatened. I’ve even had my car 
forced off the road.”’ 


He talked about governmental 
feeling regarding talk shows, “‘In 
1969 and 1970, I saw the govern- 
ment criticizing the talk show, 
and I felt we would be through in 
five years.. Now the ones who 
criticized us are through, and 
we’re still here.”’ 


A former ministry student, 
Eason warned against the use of 
religion as a topic. ‘“‘It’s asking 
for trouble.”’ ‘‘The women’s 
movement is also taboo,’’ he said, 
adding, “‘You ladies may think 
I’m a chauvinist.’’ 

He spoke of his co-workers, and 
some of the people he has had on 
his show. One assumption that 
should not be made about hosts is 
that they read all the books of the 
people they are interviewing. 
‘*You just can’t read everything, 
so I’ve learned shortcuts,’’ he 
said, “‘My listeners also help to 
keep me informed.’’ 

Eason will soon be going back 
to work, and that means back on 
the air at KGO entertaining 
listeners with statements like - 
‘‘What do I think of Richard 
Nixon? I think you will be seeing 
Richard Nixon in the news until 
someone drives a wooden stake 
through his heart.”’

A March 19 El Yanqui article 
entitled ‘‘Kiaja Clark claims 
KMCC bias’’ stated that ‘‘The 
matter can be brought up before 
the Judicial Board, whose mem- 
bers, she pointed out, are ap- 
pointed by Phil Monroe. In spite 
of this she feels the board should 
review the matter and try to make 
an impartial decision.’’ As 
Associate Justice, I rebuke and 
denounce this implication of pre- 
judice with its aura of slander. 

One immediately wonders 
since Clark assumes Monroe as 

‘President appointed Justices that 
were not impartial, had she been 
elected President would she have 
made those appointments to per- 
sons not impartial. It would be 
difficult for this to happen. 
Monroe, as Clark would have 
been, was bound by the regula- 
tions of the Constitution of the 
ASMPC, i.e., he did not simply 
appoint justices. He interviewed 
numerous candidates, selected 
those best qualified, nominated 
and presented them to the Stu- 
dent Council for approval. The 
prospective justices, myself in- 
cluded, replied in the affirmative 
when questioned concerning per- 
formance of the duties of the 
Office without bias. 

Personally, I had never met 
Phil Monrve nor Kiaja Clark until 
the Tuesday evening of the 
run-off election when I briefly 
talked with each of them during 
their last minute campaigning ef- 
forts. Similar remoteness exists 
between Monroe and the other 
Justices. 

I assure Clark and the ASMPC 
that should the matter of the 
alledged KMCC bias reach the 
Justice Department, it would be 
considered fairly. Clark initially 
could have contested the election 
through the Chairperson of the 

Election Committee as_ the 
ASMPC by-laws pertaining to 
elections permit, but the four day 
period allowed for this has 
elasped. Her alternative is to 
formally file a written, signed and 
dated complaint with the Chair- 
person, who would then present it 
to the Justice Department for 
consideration. To date (March 
28) the Department has _ not 
received a complaint. Keith L.

Lobo trackmen were host to 
Cabrillo last week in the first 
home meet in six years.
